Chicago's population bas pasted the: 
two and a half million mark. It is} 
2,550,000, according to the estimate of 


pulsory education, who yesterday 
presented his census of the minor pop- 
ulation to the school board. 

Mr. Bodine, in computing the total 
population, used the same multiple he 
usel in 1910, when his estimate nearly 
coincided with the later figures of the 
federal census, which gave Chicago a 
population of 2,185,283. The total minor 
population of Chicago (those under 21 
years) is 996,059. This shows an in- 
crease during the last two years of 
41,646, 
 JTNCREASE OF 112,474. 

The figures of total population sub- 
mitted indicate an increase of 112,474 
since 1914, when the compulsory educa- 
tion department took a total population 
census. His figures showed then @ popu- 
lation of 2,437,526. “a 

Increase in population has not been as 
marked during the last two years as for} 
a period previous. Mr. Bodine attrib- 
utes that fact to the decline in immigra- 
tion due to the European war. The census 
indicates a great slump in German, Aus- 
trian, and Russian immigration, and the 
BDnglish, the Italian, and the Scandina- 
vians lead this year. Another cause for 
the slump in the percentage of increase is 
biamed on the suburbs by Mr. Bodine, He 
stated that the people are moving toward 
the country. 

BOY BABIES PREDOMINATE. 

Chicago has a strong infant population, 
There are 224,111 babies within the limite. 
The figures record those under 4 years of 
age. Boy babies predominate. There are 
117,062 boys to 107,040 giris. 

The champion baby ward isthe Twenty- 
ninth. It hae 11,606 infants who some day 


first, the Lake Shore drive werd, just 
beats the First ward in its number of 
babies, The First werd owns 2,281 in- 
fants and the Twenty-first ward 2,820. 
The Twenty-eeventh and the Seventeenth 
wards take second and third places re- 
spectively in the number of infants. 

Although the Twenty-ninth nosed out 
the Twenty-seventh in the matter of 
babiea, the latter ward hae the largest 
total of minor population. It has 47,428 
minors. The Twenty-ninth werd is seo- 
on4é with 45,630. Minorsinthe First ward 
number 9,736. 

Mr. Bodine stated that truancy had 
been reduced to leas than 1 per cent of 
the total school population. 

The ‘census shows 567 deaf children, 
182 minors who are blind, or nearly so, 
and 126 with vieueal defects expected to 
lead to blindness. 

There are 645 minors who are crippled, 
of whom 210 are so incapacitated that 
they are eligible for special transportation 
furnished by the board to centers for 
crippled children. The returns show 2,086 | sunri 
subnormal children, including those 
feeble minded, mentally backward, or 
having mental defects. Chicago has 221 
mutes and 573 minors between the ages 
of 12 and 21 who cannot read or write. 
Chicago had the smallest percentage of 
illiteracy of any of the large cities at the 
time of the federal census in 1910, ac- 
cording to Mr. Bodine’s report.

Described by a Prisoner 


> : 

LONDON, July 13, 3 a. m.—Philip 
Gibbs, war correspondent nof the Chron- 
icle, has talked with some of the Germans 
taken prisoner at Contalmaison. 

“ One of these men with whom I talked 
this morning,” he says, “‘ told me a tragic 
tale. He spoke a little English, having 
been a cabinet maker in Tottenham Court 
road some years before he went back to 


| Wueftemberg, where, when the war be- 


gan, he was taken and put in a uniform 
and told to fight. 

“ With the other men of the One Hun- 
Gred and Twenty-second Bavarian regi- 
ment, he went into Contalmaison five 
days ago. Soon the rations they brought 
with them were finished. Owing to the 


ceaseless gurifire it was impossible to get 


fresh supplies. They suffered great 
agonies of thirst and the nymbers of 
their dead and wounded increased

Administration Officials Keep 
Angry Silence on Sena-. 
tor Borah’s Charges.

Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Special.}— 
Administration officials as a whole main- 
tained an angry silence today on Sen- 
ator Borah’s charge that American am- 
munition, American guns, and American 
machinery for the manufacture of ammu- 
nition and guns had been shipped inte 
Mexico with the cognizance and consent 
of President Wilson since the battle at 
Parral in April. 

Several higher officers of the adminis- 
tration admitted there undoubtedly had

Evades Embargo Plea. 

It became known today that the presi- 
dent brought extreme pressure to bear on 
several Texas congressmen not long ago 
to prevent them from introducing resolu- 
tlons demanding that he place an em- 
bargo on the shipment of munitions to 
Mexico. 

Speaker Clark talked to the congress- 
men in behalf of the president, assured 
them the traffic had been stopped, and 


it would continue closed. The resolutions 
were not introduced, and one of the Demo 
crats sald today he felt sure that right 
at thie time no munitions are going across 


the line except those which are smuggled 
across.

F URNISHING WAR MATERIAL TO 


MEXICO. 

If President Wilson’s Mexican policy be correct 
in principle and of sound expediency, then it tw 
rignt that the de facto. government of Mexico should 
receive money and arms, supplies of all kinds, from 
the United States. 

Mexico will be saved either by the intervention 
ef the United States or by developing a contro] of 
its own. Mr. Wilson says as often as he has oppor- 
tunity that there shall be no straightening out of 
Mexican affairs by American force. He also says 
that a lot of people are trying to butt in.with coun- 
sels of folly, and that a lot of selfish investors want 
to have diplomacy adjusted to the necessities of 
their investments, 

If we are not to intervene we must strengthen 
the forces which make for good in Mexico. Car 
ranza is the recognized force which makes for good. 
Therefore, we must strengthen him. We must per- 
mit him to get military supplies. He cannot put 
down disorder and reduce violence unless he has 
cartridges for his soldiers’ rifles and shells for the 
field artillery. He needs supplies and he needs 
money. If he is the recognized salvation of Mexico 
his hands must be made strong. 

Now if we accept the policy of President Wilson, 
how can we oppose the measures necessary for its 
execution? Tue Trisune does not accept it and, 
therefore, need not accept its consequences, but it 
is ridiculous for any one who does accept it to pro- 
test against the shipment of American made goods, 
military or otherwise, into Mexico. 

The fact that thus the nation arms its possible 
enemy is of no import. It is one of the necessary 
hazards of Mr. Wilson’s policy, which itself is al- 


~most if not completely within the control of Mr. 


Carranza’s intent. 

If Carranza decides to use the American made 
munitions of war against American soldiers Amer- 
icans will be killed by the weapons Americans have 
furnished. ‘There is no need of protesting against 
the consequence of a policy and ignoring the policy. 
The United States cannot starve Mexico and ask 
Mexico to be strong. If it is to be strong the 
United States must help it, accepting the chance 
that it will prove to be merely rascally. 

There is one difficult but wholly consistent way 
in which to apply the doctrine that Mexicans shail 
do what they wish in their own land. 
draw every American and every American dollar. 
out of Mexico and every foreigner and every for- 
-eign dollar out of Mexico, to surround the land 
with a wall, as against a plague, and allow the 
Mexicans to siffer and succeed or suffer and die, 
according to their ability and inclination. 

That would be a practica] application of Presi- 
Gent Wilson’s idea of humanity, and it would be 
as little hurtful as possible to other people. Later 
we might look over the wall and find a desert filled 
with corpses or we might find a flourishing republic. 
But in that way and only in that way can the right 
of self-government, which Mr. Wilson says must 
apply to the Mexicans, really and honestly be ap- 
plied to them. 

We doubt its humanity, but it at least would be 
consistent and logical. -We do not see how the 
thing can be worked one way at one end and an- 
other way at the other. If the policy of helping 
Mexico through a difficult struggle is right, then 
the policy of supplying arms cannot be wrong. We 
know that the policy of supplying arms which may 
be used against Americans is wrong. Then what 
shall be*said of the policy which requires that they 
be furnished?

NEW REVENUE MEASURES. 
At the head of the report on the revenue bill Chaitr- 


_ man Kitchin, the Democratic house leader, placed 


the following piece of campaign bunk: 

- The necessity for this legislation grows out of the 
extraordinary increase in the appropriations for the 
army and navy and the fortifications of our country.” 

Kitchin, the enemy of better defense, the friend >f 
pork, would like to have the country fix its eyes on 
the expenditure for the former and turn its back on 
the latter. He names the extraordinary appropria- 


"tions on defense. He does not remind us of the $50,- 


000,000 rivers and harbors pork barre! bill, estimated 
as at least half waste; the $50,000,000 flood control 
private land reclamation measure, the $85,000,000 
“good roads” measure, to say nothing of the $50,- 
000,000 ship purchase bill, and the public building 
bill still pending. 

It is true that there have been large increases in 
the army and navy appropriations. They are larger 
than they need have been if the Democratic house 
organization, with Kitchin, Clark, and Hay in the 
lead, had not obstructed defense legislation with the 
tacit acquiescence of the president. But whatever 
they are, the majority of Americans do not begrudge 
them because they are necessary. The American does 
resent, we trust, the scramble for pork and the re- 
fuxal of congress to balance the defense increases by 
cutting out the pork barrel graft. 

The new levies proposed are, in Tue Trrisune’s 
opinion, in principle sound, in application defective. 
There is a large increase of the surtax on incomes, 
but the graduation is not radical as we believe it 
ought to be. The scale has been lengthened at one 
end. That is, the tax begins as before with incomes 
of $3,000 and $4,000, and the highest rate begins 
with incomes over $500,000, which are taxed 10 per 
cent. 

The justification for omitting taxation of incomes 
under $3,000 or $4,000 is that our indirect taxation 
falls disproportionately upon people of smaller 
means. As it is the purpose of the Democrats to 
reduce the tariff progressively, it would be consistent 
nt the same time, from this point ot view, to bring 
emaller incomes within the scope of direct taxation. 
Certainly it is desirable that exemptions should be 
few and that every citizen should be reminded that 
the nation has claims upon him as well as upon his 
fellows. It is right that wealth should bear a greater 
slare of the burdens of government, end Tur Tris- 
,Une believes in a rapidly graduated tax which shall 
reach higher than the present proposed scale. On 
the other hand, there is much to be said for at least a 


~~ 
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nominal tax on small incomes for the sake of its 
moral effect as a symbol of citizen responsibility. 
The inheritance tax provision in the revenue meas- 


ure levies a tax of from 1 per cent of the amount of | 
the net estate over $50,000 and under $100,000, up to | 
5 per cent of the amount the net estate-exceeds $450,- | 
000. Objection to this scale is the same as against | 


the income surtax scale, but stronger. The tax 
touches the enormous aggregations of wealth less 
heavily than the middle fortunes, and it falls far 
short of the drastic treatment which would bring 
about salutary social results. 


In short, these Democratic laws are not courage- | 


ously democratic. 

The munitions manufactures’ tax is of more doubt- 
ful justice than it would have seemed a year ago, 
when the air was full of rumors of enormous profits, 
Since then it has been realized that increase of wages 
and the cost of altering and expanding plants and 
buying new machinery have cut expected profits con- 
siderably, and the senate should consider carefully 
the effect of such a tax upon an abnormal industrial 
development whose too rapid recession might bring 
about unfortunate financial consequences. 

The measure provides for a tariff commission ang 
includes an anti-dumping clause which will be ms 
cussed further. They offer a pretty poor assurance 
to American business approaching an international 
commercial] struggle for which both the entente and 
central powers are already making every possible 
preparation. 


MERCHANT SUBMARINE. 
A Washington statement says that if the Ger- 


man merchant submarine, held to be a ‘peaceable | 
boat, wanted to carry passengers out of an Amer- | 
icxn port it would not be allowed to do so. No 
American would be given a passport if he wanted 
to go to a German port in this submarine. 

An American citizen might have a perfectly valid 
reason for wanting to be taken to Germany without 
running the risk of British interference. It might 
be an entirely sound business reason. He might 
desire that his person and his papers be not sub- 
jected to British visit and search. He might not 
be a conspirator against such peace as still re- 
mains in the world. He might not be aiding Ger- 
many or hurting Great Britain, and yet he might 
desire above al] things to have that privacy whigh 
a submarine alone at the present time can offer him, 

He might, for his own proper commercial rea- 
sons, want to go to Germany direct and not have 
his pockets turned inside out some place on the way 
over. The German merchant submarine is a peace- 
able boat, so determined in character by our own 
government. It does the unconventional by going 
under the water when it wants to avoid capture, 
but that is not immoral, and it does not seem to 
be dangerous. 

Our government has said that peaceable shipping 
shall and will be protected by the might of this na- 
tion, and it has made Germany agree to its de- 
mands. If a boat is not a fighting boat passengers 
who choose to travel upon it must be protected. The 
fact that a peaceable boat carried supplies for fight- 
ing men was of no consequence. 

Here is a German boat which offends the con- 
ventional by going under the water when it has to 
consult its safety. Because it can go under the 
water the British have decided that it cannot be 
accorded the privileges given to other boats. It 
must be sunk on sight. It cannot be accepted as a 
possibly peaceable boat because there is no way of 
telling whether it is or not, and if it were ordered 
to stop for visit and search its response might be 
either a torpedo or a disappearance, 

It might either shoot or duck, In one ease it, 
proving to be a war boat, might destroy its chal- 
lenger, or in the other case, proving to be a mer- 
Therefore there can be 
no distinction made between warships and peace- 
able ships if these ships are so constructed that 
they can hide themselves by submerging. Thus a 
mechanical matter of ballast, levers, and compressed 
air makes a moral revolution in sea law. What 
can be done above the water cannot be done under- 
neath it. ’ 

Consequently our government, not desiring to be 
mixed up in an encounter of mechanics and morality, 
decides that the shortest cut out of trouble is to 
keep American citizens off vessels which seem to 
have no recognized moral standing, although not 
committing any recognized moral fault. 

If Great Britain should sink a perfectly inno- 
cent German merchant submarine carrying a few 
American passengers and should do so without giv- 
ing the perfectly innocent German submarine and 
the innogent American passengers a chance to es- 
cape there might be difficulties. 

The reader may write his own editorial on this to 
suit himself. There seems to be occasion when a 
wholly practical and pragmatic view of a question 
will establish itself. In this case it seems to be 
important that a peaceable merchant &hip should 
stay on top of the water. If it is so constructed as 
to be able to get under the water it loses character 
and morality and becomes an unfit thing not to be 
considered in the policies of a great nation. 

We are not complaining about this, merely noting 
it that the reader who cares to address a few mo- 
ments of thought to the question may be led to con- 
sider what a great moral distinction may be achieved 
by a few articles of machinery, 


THE REPUBLICAN SLATE. 


The slate adopted by the Republican county con- 
vention for the indorsement of Republican voters in 
the primaries looks as if a wet sponge would do it 
more good than anything else. We do not know 
why the Deneen Republicans bolted the convention. 
Probably they could not have things their own way 
and refused to have them any other person’s way. 
But if they bolted holding their noses no one could 
blame them. 

There are a few good minibieens on the officially 
indorsed Republican ticket. The emphasis goes on 
the few. At this moment the best advice that could 
be given a Republican voter would be to dip a 
sponge in a disinfectant and rub it over that slate.

An Interesting Editorial Problem.

Mr. Munsey is assured of his place in The 
Sun if he acts upon this one of his beliefs: 
“The average man has half an hour or less to 
devote to his morning paper, and it is a mistake 
to give him twelve hours of reading.” At present 
the average man often gets this from his morn- 
ing paper: First a layer of headlines, which tell 
him something about the news below; then a 
layer of summary, devoted partly to repeating 
the information given in the headlines and part- 
ly to telling more about the news below; then 
the story itself, which in exceptionally well 
edited papers starts at the beginning and goes 
straight to the end. The man who begins with 
the first word of the top headline and continues 
to the last word of the story reads several 
things three times and a few things twice. The 
editorial problem is not to get rid of the head- 
lines, which most of us like, but to find a way 
of making ‘“e@ summary as distinct from the 
more detailed news story as the headlines now 
are from both. The headlines ought to let a 
reader know whether he wants the full story 
or the summary, and in a paper iIntelligently 
edited it would be possible to tell at a glance 
where the summary ends. The summary at the 
head of a long news story is at present the 
worst part of most good papers.

MOTHIER living in South Carolina 
writes us that one physician ad- 
vises her to keep a knit belly band 
on her baby allsummer.

where the temperature is warm all of 
the time and hot some of the time, the 
baby should wear no clothes except a 
diaper and a cotton slip. 

This bald statement is based upon the 
following considerations: Body heat is 
manufactured by foodand work. Rubner 
increased the heat production of a dog 
44 per cent by excessive feeding. Any 
amount of food which ig proper in cold 
weather becomes excessive and produces 
too much heat in hot weather. Howland 
showed that a crying, kicking baby made 
considerably more heat than one asleep.

So much for the manufacture of heat. 
Babies will kick and squirm. They must’ 
eat In order to grow. Necessarily they 
must make an excessive amount of heat. 

How do they get rid of it? By radiation, 
conduction, and evaporation. 

Clothing lessens radiation, conduction, 
and evaporation. The more of the cloth- 
ing the more it is stopped. McClure and 
Sauer put some jackets on puppies and 
put them in incubators. They found it 
rather an easy matter to kill a puppy 
by overclothing him.when the air was 
hot. Other puppies clothed and kept in 
a warm place got diarrhcea, even though 
they were fed good food. 

In very hot weather getting rid of heat 
is a difficult matter. Rubner tells us that 
adults with proper food, health, and 
clothing are at a maximum of comfort 
when the temperature is anywhere be- 
tween 61 and 77. 

In the adult the clothiny ts quickly ad- 
jJusted to the atmospheric temperature. 
McClure and Sauer have been investigat- 
ing the clothing worn by infants. These 
show “surprisingly little difference be- 


_5 degrees higher than can one that is

tween the weights of indoor clothing com- 
monly worn by infants during the sum- 
mer and winter.” 

Helmholtz found that great differences 
in the temperatures of rooms did not 
make as much difference in the health of 
babies as he had expected to find. Mc- 
Clure and Sauer say that the reason for 
Helmholtz’s results is that the real deter- 
mining factor is the clothes the baby 


wears rather than the temperature of > 


the room. With very careful instruments 
they found the temperature of the clothes 
of a baby about 5 degrees lower than 
the skin over the bare chest of a baby. 
This means that the surface of the 
clothes will lose heat to the alr much 
slower than the bare chest will. 

A baby with clothing over his body 


begins to get fever, becomes restless, and | 
develops diarrhcea—all evidence of heat | 


shock when the temperature of the at- 
mosphere of the room reaches 87.8 de- 
grees. If the baby is naked these heat ef- 
fects do not appear until the temperature 
of the room reaches 92.6. If the baby is 
sickly, frail, overfed, or exercising vio- 
lently these heat effects eppear at lower 
temperatures. But in any case a naked 
baby can stand an air temperature about 


moderately clothed. 

This is only a part of the known facts. 
There is plenty of scientific proof that 
babies do not thrive In hot weather when 
dressed heavily. A diaper and a cotton 
slip is the ideal for hot climates in the 
hot season. If the weather turns coola 
heavier covering can and should be 
slipped on quickly, for babies do not resist 
cold well. ‘

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


MPEROR WILLIAM has, accord- 
ing to the latest issue of the Mili- 
tary Official Gazette, published 
each week at Berlin, bestowed a 
commission of first lieutenant of 
the Sixth Lancer regiment upon Dom 
Miguel of Braganza, whose American 
wife, a daughter of W. Rhinelander 
Stewart, is now in her nativeland. This 
mark of favor on the part of the kaiser 
is all the more remarkable in view of the 
fact that Germany is at war with Portu- 
gal, to the once reigning family of which 
Dom Miguel belongs by birth. 

Many years ago Dom Miguel held a 
commission in the Saxon cavalry of the 
guard, which he was obliged to surrender 
owing to financial troubles and to circum- 
stances connected with the death of the 
favorite brother of the present king of 
Saxony, who was killed in a carriage 
accident. Dom Miguel was, however, 
permitted to rejoin the Saxon army, on 
the outbreak of the present war, when 
his commission was restored to him. 

Last spring, however, when Germany 
and Austria both declared war upon Por- 
tugal, Dom Miguel considered it neces- 
sary, as a member of the Portuguese 
dynasty of Braganza, to publicly sever 
his connection with the German army, 
and resigned his commission, at the same 
time announcing that he was leaving 
Germany and Austria to take up his resi- 
dence in Switzerland. 

Simultaneously his father, the Duke of 
Braganza, resigned his commission as 
colonel of the Seventh regiment of Aus- 
trian hussars and withdrew from his 
chateau of Seebenstein, in lower Austria, 
to Zurich, where he was also joined by 
his younger son, Prince Francis Joseph, 
who threw up the commission of lieu- 
tenant in the Seventh regiment of Aus- 
trian hussars, of which he had been de- 
prived some twelve years or 80 ago at 
the instance of the late Archduke Fran- 
cis Ferdinand as the result of a very 
unpleasant scandal in London, but which 
had been restored to him at the beginning 
of the present war.

I do not learn that either the Duke of 
Braganza or his younger ,son, Prince 
Francis Joseph of BraganZa, has had his 
rank in the Austrian army restored to 
him, nor that he has returned to Austria. 
They doubtiess feel that in the event of 
any monarchical restoration in Portugal 
they would destroy all their chances of 
ascending the throne if it could be said 
that they had.fought under the flag ef an 
empire at war with Portugal. 

But Dom Miguel, who ts now in Ger- 
many, has nothing to lose in this connec- 
tion. For when he married his rich 
American wife, in Scotland in 1900, he 
was compelled to renounce all his rights 
and prerogatives as a prince of the royal 
house of Braganza and any share in the 
claims of his father and younger brother 
to the throne of Portugal. On the occa- 
sion of his matrimonial! alliance with Miss 
Anita Stewart being arranwsed he at first 
proposed that it should be a morganatic 
marriage, that is to say, a marriage in 
which his wife would have had no share 
in his honors or in the family estates, 
from all:of which any children born to 
the union would likewise ke debarred. 

This Miss Stewart's mother (who now 
is known as Mrs. St. Cyr) would not hear 
of. In fact, Americans seem to entertain 
an invincible objection to morganatic 
marriages, which they appear to look 
upon in the light of something immoral. 
So there was nothing else left for Dom 
Miguel to do but to renounce all his royal 
status, rank, and honors; to descend to 
the rank of a mere noble—that is to say, 
of an ordinary citizen—and to wed his 
American wife on a footing of perfect 
equality. He cannot, therefore, be any 
longer considered as a full fledged prince 


of the blood, or even as a member of the

state for war to the secretaryship for 
Scotland, which has the effect of landing 
him in the cabinet, wtih a stipend, thanks 
to the pooling of cabinet salaries, for the 
period of the war, amounting to over 
$20,000 a year, is perhaps the cleverest 
of the brothers of, Mrs. Asquith, wife of 
the premier. The good things which 
have come to him in the way of office and 
emoluments, and which also have come 
to the other members of his family, give 
additional significance to their family 
motto of ‘* God will fill the sails.” 

Harold Tennant has shown his shrewd- 
ness by refusing the offer of the peerage 
tendered to him. For, in the first place, 
he holds that to enter the house of lords 
is to diminish his prospects of ever at- 
taining the goal of the ambition of every 
Statesman and politician, namely, the 
premiership. And then, too, he realizes 
that his acceptance of the offer would 
have affected his popularity and would 
have excited much criticism, in view of 
the fact that his elder brother, Edward, 
has already received a peerage, as Lord 
Glenconner, on the nomination of their 
sister's husband, Prime Minister As- 
quith. 

Harold Tennant may be sald to have 
started on his official career as private 
secretary to his brother-in-law, the pres- 
ent premier, when the latter was at the 
head of the home department, near a 
quarter of a century ago, and has repre- 
sented Berwickshire in the house of com- 
mons ever since 1804. 

His wife also has a great reputation for 
cleverness. She was formerly Miss May 
Abrahams and at the time of her mar- 
riage a government inspector of factories. 
She is a great authority on woman's 
work, was appointed to the inspector- 
ship in question by the government, with 
a special view to her supervision of wom- 
en and girls in factories, and remains an 
active promoter of woman's position in 
the labor world. 

Harold Tennant, Mrs. “Dodo” As- 
quith, and their elder brother, Lord Glen- 
conner, are all children of that wonder- 
ful old patriarch, Sir Charles Tennant, 
the greatest manufacturer of chemicals 
in the United Kingéem, and who was 
nominated for a baronetcy by Gladstone, 
his most intimate friend, for his services 
to the Liberal cause. 

Old Sir Charles was the grandson ofa 
working weaver, of an inventive turn of 
mind, who discovered a valuable bleach- 
ing process and established chemical 
manufacturing works at St. Rollox, Glas- 
gow, which in the hands of his son and 
grandson developed into one of the most 
profitable industrial enterprises of the 
United Kingdom. Sir Charles married for 
a second time when he was near 80 and 
became the father of another family of 
four little girls, between whose ages and 
those of his elder children nearly half a 
century existed.

The secretary for Scotland is not one 
of the secretaries of state, but is in- 
trusted with the representation of the 
entire administration of Scotland in par- 
liament.

DAN PATCH TO GRAVE 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 12.—[Special.] 
Marion Willis Sav » millionaire maru- 
facturer and railroad owner of Minneapo- 
lis, died at Hillcrest hoepital of heart fail- 
ure at 6 o’clock tonight, just thirty-two 
hours after the peerless Dan Patch, the 
-horse he loved nearly as dearly as one of 
his family, died. at the Dan Patch Stock 
farm. 

Both Savage and his famous horse were 
taken sick on July 4. Savage was taken 
to the hospital that day to have a minor 
operation perférmed. He was considered 
to be recovering successfully until 5 p. m. 
today, when he suddenly took a turn for 
the worse and did not rally. 

The deaf of Mr. Savage so suddenly 
after that of Dan Patch seems like a 
queer furn of fate. The horse brought 
the man wealth and fame and it is 
universally known that Savage's affec- 
tion for Dan Patch was as great as man 
ever bore animal. 

Savage was born tn a small town fn 
Ohio, on March 26, 1859. From his birth- 
place he went to lowa, where he married 
Marrietta Bean at West Branch in 1881. 
In 1886 he came to Minneapolis, where

China Berries as Beads. 


“In response to I. H. in the Corner re- 
gardinig china berries, I will say that 
the best time to gather them is after a 
heavy frost or during the winter months. 
The berries are then well matured and 
easily manipulated. They require boil- 
ing to goften their jackets, which will 
have to come off before dyeing or string- 
ing them. The china berries will take 
any kind of dye, stain, or bronze pow- 
ders. The best time to string the berries 
is while they are still soft from boiling. 
Penetrate the upper or bud end of the 
berry with a No. 27 copper wire to dry 
them. Then they may be strung as de- 
sired, using a gold, silver, or any kind of 
bead between each berry. The china 
berry tree is one of the most beautiful 
that grows in the south. In the spring 
it is loaded with clusters of flowers, 
which afterwards produce the berries, 
and when summer comes the green foli- 
age droops like an umbrella.

Biack rust reports from the si niger 


with a broader demand for new winter 
wheat for export, and continued hot 
weather over a large part of the spring 
wheat beit, gave bulls a further opportu- 
nity yesterday to lift prices. Shorts were 
free buyers at the start and there was 
persistent buying by commission houses 
throughout the day, which absorbed the 
offerings and kept the market fairly tight. 
Last prices for the day were 14%@1%a2c 
higher. 

Offerings from the country were mod- 
erate and the bullish conditions devel- 
oping in the northwest may create a 
greater holding tendency on the part of 
the farmers in the southwest. So far the 


new crop movement of winter wheat Is | 


being absorbed largely by mills, which 
are paying higher prices than exporters. 


New Wheat Sales Increase. 

Export sales reported from the seaboard 
were 1,000,000 bu, of which 500,000 bu was 
new wheat via the gulf. Foreign crop 
reports were less favorable and cables 
were steady. If spring wheat develop- 
ments are bullish the confidence of for- 
eign buyers is likely to be shaken. The 
crop is late and black rust has put in ap- 
pearance at a large number of points 
much earlier than usual. 

Crop experts are finding a serious con- 
dition in the best wheat counties of South 
Dakota. Black rust reports from North

Weather conditions generally were not 
materially changed, being generally fair 
and hot.

KENNICOTT COMPANY PUT 
INFO BANKRUPTCY COURT. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States District 
court yesterday againgt the Kennicott 
company, a manufacturing firm, in which 
the late Chauncey J. Blair was inter- 
ested. The petitioning creditors are 
William Hoskins, trading as Mariner & 
Hoskins, corisulting chemical engineers; 
Reuben H. Donnelley, and the Marshall- 
Jackson company. 

In the petition it is alleged the Kenni- 
cott company acknowledge ite willing- 
ness to be adjudged bankrupt. 

It is asserted that the Kennicott com- 
pany, which manufactured water purify- 
ing machinery, was a hobby of Mr. Blair 
and that he had financed it at various 
times. C. B. Blair, treasurer, and C. L. 
.Kennicott, vice president, have managed 
its affairs since the death of Mr. Blair. 
In explaining the status of the company 
Cc. B. Biair said: 

‘The former president was trying to 
float a bond issue for the purpose of ob- 
taining more working capital when he 
died last May. The company did not 
have enough money to continue tn busi- 
ness and felt in need of a receiver in 
order that it can continue under a re- 
celvership and regain its financial stand- 
ing. Our liabilities amount to something 
over $150,000 and our assets amount to 
$400,000.” 

The Kennicott company is a $250,000 
corporation. Its attorneys say the firm 
will liquidate in such a manner that all 


claimants will be taken care of.
